Medicare Prescription Drug Benefit
(Medicare Part D)
Fact Sheet for Dual-Eligibles

Who qualifies for the Medicare Prescription Drug Benefit (Part D)?

« All people eligible for Medicare are eligible for the Part D Drug Benefit, including people who are
enrolled in the Medicare Part A and Part B programs.

' Medicare is a federal health insurance program for people over the age of 65 and people who are dis-
abled.

¥ Medicaid is a state health insurance program for people of all ages who are poor or disabled.

¥ In New Jersey, there are approximately 140,000 people who are eligible for both Medicaid and
Medicare. These individuals are referred to as “dual-eligibles.”

“ These 140,000 dual-eligibles include people with disabilities and people receiving health care services
in nursing homes, home - and community-based care waiver programs and in developmental centers
and psychiatric hospitals.

When will the Medicare Prescription Drug Benefit start? It will start on January 1, 2006.

Why do I have to change programs? The federal law does not allow Medicaid to provide pre-
scription drugs that Medicare will start to offer in January 2006. In order for you to continue to receive
prescription drugs, you must take advantage of the new Part D program.

What do I have to do to enroll in the Medicare Drug Benefit? Nothing. The federal
Medicare program will automatically enroll dual-eligibles into a Medicare prescription drug plan this com-
ing fall.

Will all of my drugs be covered by Medicare? Medicare will automatically enroll dual-eligibles
into a Medicare prescription drug plan, but you may switch plans based on what best meets your needs. No
matter what plan you are assigned to or you select, you should consult with your physician and pharmacist
so you get the prescriptions that are medically necessary. In New Jersey, medications that your physician
says are medically necessary but the Medicare plans won’t cover will be covered by Medicaid.

What else should I know about the Medicare Drug Benefit? Starting January 2006, there will
be a co-pay for each prescription you pick up. Depending on your income, the co-pays will range between
$1-2 for a generic drug and $3-5 for a brand name drug. In New Jersey, the cost of the co-pay for dual eli-
gibles will be paid by the state.

How can I learn more? The New Jersey Department of Human Services and the federal Medicare
program will be sending important information this fall including a “Medicare & You” 2006 handbook.

Suffice it to say that Grace’s Law is still stalled in the
Senate House, because the Chair, Senator Vitale is not
referring anything to the Mandate Health Commission
until it is amended. They aren’t introducing this new leg-
islation to make these amendments until after the
November elections - with no guarantee that it will pass
before January 2006. Even if it did pass, anything
referred like Grace’s Law would have to be reintroduced
in January 2006 and then go through a several month
long review process!

Anyway, in a last ditch effort to get Grace’s Law passed
this year, I’'m asking your loyal readers to participate in a
mass mailing requesting that Senator Vitale write to
Governor Codey and Senate President Kenny, to request
permission to waive a review of bill A1766 “Grace’s
Law” by the Mandated Health Benefits Commission as
stated in the “language” of this law.

Dear Editor:

I started out life with brain injury due to birth trauma.
The manifestations and complications of epilepsy marked
my childhood development. It took years before reaching
full seizure control via medication. Medications adverse-
ly affected my schoolwork, hearing, and social function-
ing. My parents gave unmitigated encouragement and
support.

As I matured, short wave listening drew me closer to
amateur radio operations. The amateur radio bug bit one
day at a dinner held for our family by the parents of my
sister’s boyfriend. The gentleman’s father took me aside
into the “shack”, (amateur vernacular for “radio-room”).
The father asked me who I’d like to talk with. I said
Hawaii. The radio crackled with a reply and the bug bit
me hard.

Learning the Morse code was a daunting task due to
brain damage and a partial hearing loss. The impedi-
ments placed in my way gave an increased reason to suc-
ceed. I obtained my novice license soon thereafter. But,
this was only the beginning of a rewarding hobby. The
novice license was non renewable and had a term of one
year. Upgrading to technician or higher class license was
my sole option.

My parents always knew where [ was (on the radio -
where else!) Subsequently, I obtained the second and first
class commercial radio telephone licenses. These licenses
were a logical step to extend my hobby into a broadcast-
ing industry vocation. After a period of working, I
attended college, and returned to work as a means of
paying my tuition. The challenges of my vocation and
college were exciting. I gained considerable experience
and was rewarded with a promotion to chief engineer in
the New York market. Later, I moved to a smaller broad-
cast station market and a slower paced agricultural set-
ting.

This move also triggered a return to college. In college, |
served in leadership positions and on the emergency

squad. I maintained membership in the Military Affiliate
Radio System, was an alternate Net Control Station for a

regional MARS net and was named “Operator of the
Month” for providing disaster support for a flood affect-
ing the confluence of NY, NJ, and PA.

I encountered a once in a lifetime experience of actual
mayday communications emanating from Uganda. The
communications required “phone patching” Dr. Gerry
Kambites (5X5GK) to a local hospital for advice. Phone
patching is a process that connects a radio to telephone
lines and relays both sides of the conversation between
the involved parties.

Amateur radio has awards for talking with distant sta-
tions (DX) and the DX Century Club (DXCC) for a sta-
tion that has contacted and confirmed contacts with at
least 100 stations outside his/her own country. [ obtained
additional awards and retained interests in other technical
areas.

I was fortunate to return my parents’ love as their care-
taker for ten years. Father was hemiplegic (from a CVA),
and mother was blind with other complications. We pre-
sented a unique picture among our mutual handicaps and
called ourselves the “Three Musketeers.” The move
home also brought to fruition another dream as a reporter
for a local newspaper. I wrote a column devoted to
review and analysis of constitutional law and the manner
in which it affects everyone.

But wait . . .that’s not all.

A hearing deficit did not prevent participation in the “No
Name Storm” and “Storm of the Century”, nor did my
combined problems preclude Amateur Radio License
upgrades. I now hold the Amateur Extra Class License,
am a senior citizen with an increased hearing deficit that
requires a special telephone. A strobe light supplants the
doorbell. Life has been full and rewarding. Through all
this, my enduring involvement with the handicapped
deepens and fuels my motivation to help the disadvan-
taged, wherever they might be, to become more competi-
tive, meet and exceed the challenges of life. Yes, you can
succeed.

Epirtor’s NoTE: When I asked Mr. Johnson to elaborate
on his hearing loss, he related, “I have not yet used hear-
ing aids. [ use hearing protectors to attenuate nocturnal
noise & conserve remaining hearing. They are ineffectu-
al. Test results indicate need for bilateral devices.
Insurance covers a single device. A low income precludes
purchase of the second device. I have used other assistive
listening devices. I use a VCO telephone with captioning
and rely upon the internet for communications. A neigh-
bor provides ancillary “ears” at my appointments and as
a point of contact.”

A Deaf Woman Remembers Public School”

When Gina Oliva first went to school in 1955, she didn’t know that she was “different.” If the teacher played
a tune on the piano to signal the next exercise, Oliva didn’t react because she didn’t hear the music.
So began her journey as a “solitaire,” her term for being the only Deaf child in the entire school.

Gina felt alone because she couldn’t communicate easily with her classmates, but also because none of them
had a hearing loss. It wasn’t until years later at Gallaudet University that she discovered that she
wasn’t alone and that her experience was common among mainstreamed Deaf and Hard of Hearing students.
‘Alone in the Mainstream’ recounts Oliva’s story, as well as those of many other solitaires.
